Class of 2008 Graduation Requirements 


In order to meet the Pennsylvania Aca- 
demic Standards, the Class of 2008 will be 
required to complete an additional Social 
Studies course during their senior year. 


To graduate from the East Stroudsburg 
Area School District, a student shall (1) 
demonstrate mastery of the academic stan- 
dards enumerated in Chapter 4, Section 
4.24 and (2) must satisfactorily complete a 
graduation project. 


Below you will find the revised graduation 
requirements for the Class of 2008.

New Class Rank Policy 


Rank in class is computed at the end of 
each marking period. It includes all sub- 
jects except driver training. Class rank is 
cumulative throughout the high school 


years, and compares all students regardless 


of curriculum. Numerical grades are com- 
puted on a 1-100% scale: 


A = 90-100 
B = 80-89 
C = 70-79 
D = 65-69 
F = 1-64 


Students are ranked on the basis of 4.0 
weighted scale. The following represent 
the maximum weighting for each academic 
level: 


Advanced Placement 6.0 
Honors 5.5 
College Preparatory 5.0 
Applied 4.0 


The maximum weighting can only be 
achieved through the earning of the high- 
est percentage value of each grade range. 
The weighted value decreases as the nu- 
merical average decreases within each 
grade range. 
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PSSA Test 
Proficiency 


Students who have not ob- 
tained the Proficient level on 
the PSSA test in either the 
Math or Reading sections 
during 8th, 9th, or 11th grade 
will be required to enroll in a 
literacy or math course in 
preparation for testing. The 
courses are designed to assist 
your child in pin pointing 
areas needing further devel- 
opment and then giving them 
strategies to be successful.

Introduction to Business 
Grades 9,10 
1 credit 


530 


Introduction to Business is an introductory business course that 


allows the student to do career exploration, choose and re- 

search a career, then follow through with the employment pro- 
cess: job applications, resumes, mock interviews, and employ- 
ment forms. Units on payroll, credit, banking and alphabetic 


note taking are also covered.* Students also learn proper key- 
boarding techniques and formatting of employment documents. 


Students are expected to keyboard a number of documents; 
including applications, personal resumes, and letters they draft 
themselves. 


541 Keyboarding Il 
Grades 10, 11, 12 
1 credit 


Successful completion of Keyboarding I is a prerequisite for 
this class. Second year keyboarding incorporates the concepts 
learned during the first year into an office simulated work at- 
mosphere. The students are expected to be more self-reliant 
and budget their time in order to complete assignments by 
deadlines. There are units on letters, tabulations, reports, 
memorandums, business forms, legal documentation, medical 
reports, and business simulations. Microsoft Word will be 
utilized on a Windows-based personal computer*

Computer Applications I or Computer Literacy & Usage are a 
prerequisite for this class. This course deals with advanced 
computer applications using an IBM Compatible PC. Topics 
covered in this class will include working within the Windows 
98 environment on advanced concepts in the Microsoft Office 
2000* Professional Suite of applications. Students will also 
utilize the Internet to complete course projects. Upon success- 
ful completion of this course, students should be qualified to 
pass the MOUS (Microsoft Office User Specialist) core level

Attendance, participation, and student motivation are very 
important aspects of this course.

Grades 11, 12 
1.0 Credit per semester 


This course will study current information to the specific 
topic of nutrition and sports performance. Students will ex- 
plore and be able to discuss scientific approaches for obtain- 
ing top athletic performance and will gain an understanding 
of how the body processes food for fuel during activity and 
how it affects performance outcomes. 


Students will examine myths and fallacies regarding food 
and performance enhancements while analyzing their own 
food habits to determine what nutrients and food groups are 
deficient and to see how certain food components make a 
difference in their physical mental, emotional, and social 
capabilities. 


The course will include, but is not limited to, projects and 
activities that include: diet examinations, food/body compo- 
sition labs, food taste tests, reading nutrition labels, workout 
programs, food journals, supplements, eating disorders and 
sport specific training.
